The  -first  trackman  from  Sioux  Falls  to  ever  compete  in  the  All-Comers  track 
meet  in  Minneapolis,  senior  Bud  Werner,  ran  the  440  yard  dash  in  a  winning  :49.7 
seconds,  besides  running  the  440  in  the  fastest  time  ever  recorded  by  a  South 
Dakota  prepster.  Bud  swept  all  the  dashes  and  broke  the  meet  records  in  winning 
both  the  220  and  440.  Teammate  Dick  Callahan  also  set  a  new  meet  record  in 
taking   the   880  yard   run   and   placed  first  in  the  broad   jump. 

Bud  also  dominated  these  same  sprints  in  many  of  the  state's  major  meets. 
Probably  his  greatest  single  accomplishment  was  breaking  the  state  record  for 
the   220  yard   dash.
